Tt is 1mpoſsible to get a body without ſeed, 
it were as much as to fay, a ſeed is without ferti- 
lity,, Therefore peruſe 1t exaRtly in its diffoluti- 
on, the redudtion of it will aftord its body : work 
cheeriully. |

CHAP. IIL 


Of the Metaline Nutriment, 


Along it belongeth not to this place, how 
mineralis foſſilis axe made under ground, 
however I will give a hint of it, how nature 
maketh them out of ſubterranean moiſt liquors 
and Myne creſcencies, which afterward ſerve to 
bea food to metals 3 not ſuch liquors which are 
decoded above ground 3, therefore if you ſhould 
adde here above ground, decoQted ones to metals, 
undifſolyed in their corporeal form, your work 
would be in vain : and where there are ſuch -mi- 
neralia foſſilia there are Myne-works alſo it not 
with it, yet are they not far off, as is feen in 
many Mynes. As in Hungary are digged the fair» 
eſt and beſt ſulphur-allonis and Mineral or Myne 
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ViQriol. And about 'Hercysi are digged falt” 
Vidriol. About Goſlar, Mansfield, Zellerfield,and | 


at'Eſ-1and in Helvetia is digged 'Mine-ſalt, and at 
Hall there is great ſtore of it, where there is found 
_. alſo very curious Sulphur. But you muſt note," 
that theſe minerals are not uſed thus groſſely, but 
are prepared firſt, which. is a curious work to 
bring a mineral thus high by ſubljming mto 
flores , ' which are half metalline, eſpecially if 
made with metal, the metal being reduced into a 
mineral, from that the flowers are made : thus 
you ſee natures forwardueſs, and how ſhe is re-' 
ducible to her firſt water, Sulphur and Salt. Many' 
make theſe flowers without metal, which are not 
ſo good though, as the former way. For an olewm 
| made of Vitriol or Copper,and is diſtilled,is more 
effeftual, yea a thouſand times more pretious in 


its operation, than that is,which is made of com- | 


mon Vitriol, whom nature hath not yet exalted. 
Its true, the Hxngarian Vitroil, in its efficacy and 
vertue is fqund wonderful and ſufficient enough, 
becauſe Nature hath graduated it to a greater tic- 
city, and brought it to a ripeneſs more than 0- 


thers were, and is more excellent than the reſt. | 


By this preparation they can make uſe of the mi- 
nerals,ſtrengthen and encreaſe their pleaſure there- 
by. It any thing is to be made meet for metals, 
then 1t muſt be done out of metals, with metals, 
and through or by mctals, which is the real and 
only manual whcreby may be hit the hardneſs. of 
the mineral lowers, always take from them, and. 
adde nothing to them , this is the Art, which 
aSketh great wondering, and decp meditation. 
Thus you muſt learn to go to work, for theſe 
flowers are found oftcn clatcly compatted, which 
Miners 
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| Miners very ſeldome know, eſpecially in Hungary 
and Wallachia, thay are as fair as ever any red 
glowing oar may be, they are of a cryſtaline tranl-- 


parent redncls, are good gold and filver accord- 
ing as they are ting'd, this is a rare knowledge,an 
art worthy the beſt conſideration, which 1s to 
make glaſs of a hardneſs, from thence it is, that 
the ſabterrancan glaſſes make up the metal, there- 
by they come to their form. = 5 

The preparation of theſe flowers have their 
great utility in phyſical ways, it their excrements 
be taken from them, and their ordours : thele 
excrements are the feces of minerals, are nought 
for metals, ſtirring up evil ſediments, which-bring 
damaye unto metals, a twofold evil comes from 
the miſtaking of minerals : for decoQed oes 
area dangerous poiſon, and corroſive 'unto me- 
tals, as we ſee above ground, when. aquafortis 1s 
made of them, which corrodeth, teareth,divideth, 
and parteth metals, and the other which are fair 
tolook on, ſticking unto metals, and their worlt 
poiſon, for as ſoon as theſe approdch, they kindle 
and cauſe the dangerous (ſediments, all availeth 
nothing unto them, though they have and keep 
their form. As an infected man hath {till the 
torm and face of a man, though he be infected, 
and infc&eth others al{o, and in caſe jt turn all 


to one metal, yet it is but atv empty one, and no- 


thing in it. This is a very neceſſary obſervation 
tor Miners and Laborators\ for if they regard 
It not, they obſtruct not only their work, but 


* endanger themſelves alſo; becauſe the metal is 


not onely turned into a volatility , if ' any fe- 
ces or excrements be added thereunto, and that 


. alſo which ftayeth ; comes to be vnmalleable., 


and. 
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and ſuffers continually diminution, as long as it is be Þ 


ander the hammer. Thoſe that work them, 
have cauſe to look to it, if they fall on them with 


any fire, their reward ſurely is ſome mie dilcale, 
which experimentally is known how-their poiſon! 
doth ſtick and hang on the top of the furnace and. 
In their cheſts, turning to arſenick and ſuch pois, 


fonous fumes and ſeeds, and do hurt every way, 
as woful experience evidenceth. 


CHAP. IV. 
Of the metaline. ſhop, Officina metallorum. 


Ll natural! works have their ſpecial conveni- 

ent places in which they work 3 where there 
> any.ſuch place or ſhop, in which ſome glorious 
and precious thing is made; and ſometimes 
though the inſtrument be very horrid and mon- 
firous, and its matter unknown, yet they are ex- 
. tantin that officine. 


Firſt, touching the glory and praiſe of this of- | 


ficine, it is likned to a Church; in which the feed 
and the Ferch Md marricd>to the body, therein 
they eat, reſt, and work, thither they carry all fair 
and pleaſant materials under ground wherewith 


they are clad, and-they have another kind of fire, ' 


water, air, aud carth, tor the things that are ac+ 
compliſhed and perteQed therein, the fame can 
hardly be parted again, no not with the help of 
the neather air, if to be, that it. muſt be parted 
aſunder, then ſee and make trial of it on the mer- 
cury of metals.

\, | fixt is it in the fire ? the canſe whereof is the ſub- .

& # tals their ſtony power, it groweth hollow and 
-{ ſpongy, full of pores, which atlaſt are filPd ap 
with metals, even as Bees do fill their hives wit 
hony, and in the end it parts, and is carried away 
in the ſlick or ( Scobes.) For the Earth-ſtone is not 
' conſumed under ground, becaule it is a ſediment, 
not ſuffering any thing to come in or out, Hence 
is that difference betwixt the Earth-ſtone and the 
terreſtial-firmamental-ſtone, which is one of the 
j mineral-works. Let no man gainfay, that a ſtone 
« | ſhould have together both heat and cold at once, 
> | toafford the one now.,and then to hide the other, 
3 | for when it worketh upon inferior metals, then it 
8} hideth its coldneſs, and ſo it helpeth every way, 
this is its tra and inſtrument, heat and cold of 
the ſubtcrranean fire-ſtone. 
The modern Chimiſts which are ignorant, nat 
knowing Nature aright, and do not take notice 
| | of her ways, ule ſtrange inſtruments, and then 
| | they make or cauſe to be made all manner of vel- 
| fels, according as every one of them hath a fan- 
| cy to, but in natures ways they know little, ſhe re- 
'F gardeth not the varicty of forms, and inſtead of 
theſe, ſhe takes a fit and laſting inſtrument, which

| | and ignorance of workmen is aggravated ju that 
| becauſe they deſpiſe the knowledge of minerals.
